The romance between Kuhio and 


Elizabeth blossomed during the stir- 
ring days of the overthrow of Queen 
Liliuokalani in 1893. Kuhio* -was em- 
ployed in the office of the minister 
of the'Interior and participated In a 
plot to regain the throne for his 
aunt. The plot discovered, Kuhio 
with the other royal plotters was 
sentenced to jail. Kuhio's sentence 
was for one year. During hia con- 
finement Elizabeth visited him al- 
most daily, and they were married In 
1896, soon after his release. 


After a two-year honeymoon tour 


around the world they returned to 
Hawaii where, in 1902, Prince Kuhio 
was elected delegate to congress. 
When he returned to Hawaii forth* 
last time in 1921, he announced that 
he would retire from politics and 
devote the remainder of his life to 
the rehabilitation of the Hawaiian 
race, as provided in the Hawaiian 
Homea commission law adopted by 
congress through his efforts. He was 
appointed the first member of the 
commission. After his death, which 
ended the old Hawaiian 
line of 


monarchs, Princess Elizabeth was 
appointed to succeed 
him on the 


commission and worked unceasingly 
for the success of the project. 
In 


March, 1923, the Hawaiian legisla- 
ture granted a pension of $500 a 
month to the princess.

COUNTY FOREST PROJECT 
The county board has adopted the 


suggestion of the Outagamie Fish and 
Game Protective association and has 
taken initial steps towards establish- 
ing' a county forest. 


Tax delinquent lands constitute a 


problem which has been growing more 
serious with each successive year. 
While this problem is by no means so 
urgent in Outagamie county as in 
many of the more northern counties, 
the fact that several thousand acres 
of land fall within this category, and 
that this acreage has been increasing 
each year, cannot be ignored. 


That most of these tax delinquent 


lands are unfit for agriculture is prov- 
en by the fact that the owners were . 
not able to pay taxes on them during 
the recent boom years. Carrying these 
lands on the tax rolls only maintains a 
fictitious valuation which increases the 
county's share of state taxes without 
bringing any return. 


The next step will be to se- 


lect tracts 
suitable 
for 
reforesta- 


tion from among 
those to which 


title can be perfected most quick- 
ly and easily. When these tracts 
have been designated as county forest 
areas they are automatically removed 
from the tax rolls, but the towns in 
which they are will receive 10 cents 
per acre each year from 'the state as 
compensation. The county must adopt 
a reforestation program, in the car- 
rying out of jwhich it will be assisted 
by the forestry department of the state 
conservation 
commission. The ex- 


pense to the county will be small. 
TTrees planted on such lands may not 
be cut until they have reached a mar- 
ketable" size, and then only after a 
survey has been made by the state 
forestry department. All cutting will 
be selective, the proceeds being di- 
vJded between the county and the state 
as the timber is marketed. The coun- 
ty is thus guaranteed permanent and 
steady returns from lands now idle 
and useless. 


It is hoped that a tract on the Wolf 


or the Embarrass rivers, suitable for 
development into a county park can 
be found. By combining the county 
forest and county park development, 
the county will ultimately have a coun- 
ty park system which will have cost 
the taxpayers little, and which, in 
time, will be a source of revenue as 
well as a recreation center. 


THE BOYCOTT 


China, by invoking Article XVI of 


the league covenant for an economic 
boycott against Japan, calls upon the 
league's most effective weapon for 
peace. League members have been 
striving assiduously to avoid this is- 
sue, realizing that should a boycott 
be imposed and lack unqualified sup- 
port, it would constitute*, a grave dan- 
ger to the very existence of the league 
itself. 


Ever since our forefathers destroyed 


the 340 chests of tea in Boston harbor, 
the boycott has become a recognized, 
"and greatly feared, instrument of po- 
litical action. 


Great Britain stands helpless before 


the boycott in India which is report- 
ed to be growing more effective every 
day. 
China learned as far back as 


1908 what strength lay in refusing to 
trade with an encroaching nation when 
a boycott was imposed against Japan 
because of indemnities demanded by 
the latter at that time. Again she 
found it effective following the pres- 
entation of Japan's 
twenty-one de- 


mands in 1915, and Japan in two years 
found her Chinese trade curtailed more 
than 116 million dollars. 


One of the five demands made upon 


China recently by Japan called for the 
"complete suppression of all organized 
movements interfering with freedom of 
trade." Japanese trade with China has 
fallen off alarmingly in the last few 
monthi 
^Vitll the growing solidarity 


of Chinese opinion it is quite probable 
that the present boycott is the most 
hurtful Japan has 3et experienced and 


no doubt was greatly responsible for 
Japan's present Shanghai policy. 


As between nations the boycott is 


a weapon particularly difficult to deal 
with, because in its purest form it in- 
volves merely a concerted refusal to 
purchase goods, and no nation todaj' 
is in a position to compel people to 
buy its products. 


Should the league 
invoke against 


Japan a boycott which would have the 
full support of its members, it is veiy 
doubtful if Japan could resist. Many. 
observers believe it would be more ef- 
fective for peace than an internation- 
al army. Yet the complexities of in- 
ternational trade are so great that a 
boycott against sixty million people 
may have serious results for the rest of 
the world. Nationalism and self-inter- 
est among the nations are powerful 
factors to overcome in its successful 
enforcement. 
The league of nations 


may be expected to sidestep this issue 
in view of the present state of world 
affairs. 


MR. KELLEY AND THE 


DECISION 


We ought to receive the decision of 


the United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals in favor of the Wisconsin Tax 
Commission in its efforts to recover 
about $225,000 back 
income taxes 


against the Palmolive Company with 
delight, and yet perhaps confidence 
would be the better word—confidence 
in our judicial system, for the plan 
under which the Palmolive Company 
operated would have practically struck 
down the sovereignty of the state of 
Wisconsin. 


The decision, -in effect, is that a Wis- 


consin corporation cannot sell its man- 
ufactured product to a corporation in 
some state where income taxes are not 
required, at practically no profit, and 
thereby permit the second corporation 
to make the profit on the eventual sale 
to the public where the stockholders 
in the two companies are practically 
the same and the purpose of avoiding 
taxes due in Wisconsin is evident. 


That involved and elaborate sys- 


tems have been devised by more than 
one great concern to avoid taxes is im- 
pressive of the fact that Wisconsin cor- 
porations pay the highest income taxes 
in the country. And yet, who has the 
legitimate right to say, in view of all 
the conflicting facts and elements that 
enter into an honest decision, that 
the tax is unreasonable, even though 
it trespasses closely upon the furthest 
limits? 


To mention this decision and im- 


portant victory" for the Tax Commis- 
sion would be unfair without reference 
to the man behind the entire proceed- 
ings, the one whose intelligence and 
bold enterprise is responsible for the 
result, Edward L. Kelley. 


Mr. Kelley, a Manitowoc attorney, 


was defeated for the Republican nom- 
ination as attorney-general principally 
because he lacked the requisite politi- 
cal backing. A short time after Gov- 
ernor Kohler took office he appointed 
Mr. Kelley to the Tax Commission. 
The latter forthwith made a bee-line 
for the "big stuff" and took steps to 
stop the immense losses occurring un- 
der previous "forward looking" but 
"doing nothing" administrations. 


When it is considered, as it must be, 


that concerns like Palmolive employed 
the most astute legal counsel and gave 
him a free hand to devise a compli- 
cated system to prevent the collection 
of Wisconsin income taxes, the result 
obtained by Mr. Kelley redounds all 
the more to his credit, and although 
the total amounts to be received by the 
state, from others as well as Palm- 
olive, give the case a rather impress- 
ive importance, it is merely another ex- 
ample of what may be done in gov- 
ernment when qualified and proficient 
men run the ship of state.

If the Reichsmim&tcr of the Interior has his 
way there will be a sensible reduction in tho 
number of shooting affrays throughout tho coun- 
try, and particularly in the manifestation or rad- 
ical partisans and political terrorists. The minis- 
ter's plan is to place tho control ot dangerous 
weapons completely and absolutely in the hands 
of the government. The mere possession, much 
loss the employment, of a firearm, or any other 
instrument of violence, will constitute a felony. 
In the opinion of the Relchsmlnister, the authori- 
ties should not wait until some tragedy results 
from 
surreptitious ownership, but forestall all 
such developments by eliminating tho evil at its 
source. 


Just- what measures can be applied to con- 


fiscate and dispose of the pernicious equipment 
already in the hands of ruthlesi and desperate 
men has not yet been determined, but it is ad- 
mittedly a long step in the right direction when 
the very fact that one is armed makes one liable 
to arrest on a charge of felony. Procedure along 
these lines, when ihe proper course of action has 
been duly decided upon, and ratincfl, would at no 
distant date bring nil these political i .ots and 
even the leis serious individual casualties to an 
end.—Cologne Gazette (Germany).

Theoretically the effects of 
ade- 


noids in children are striking, what 
with the characteristic apathetic ex- 
pression pictured and described 
in 


ancient tomes as the adenoid.facies 
and the legends or fables of back- 
ward children changed Into bright 
little geniuses by the trifling opera- 
tion of removal of their 
adenoids.

ing and malformation of jaw 
and 


teeth, pigeon breast, tho perhaps as- 
sociated with overgrowth of 
lym- 


phoid tissue (both in the tonsils and 
in the roof of the nose-throat cavity) 
are seldom remedied by removal of 
such hypertrophied lympoid tissue. 
Whether such lymphoid tissue are 
removed or not, the child presenting 
thet,e signs requires improved hy- 
gienic care, especially in the matter 
of diet, physical education and ex- 
posure to sunlight; and 
perhaps 


prolonged 
orthodontic 
treatment, 


that is, coriection of the faulty jaw 
and teeth by a dentist 
skilled 
in 


such work. 


I believe that the enlightenment 


of the masses about the necessity of 
"fresh air" and sunshine and 
the 


importance of vitamins in the diet 
of children, explains the compara- 
tive rarity of adenoids among chil- 
dren today. The less people fear ex- 
posure to everyday cold and wet the 
more immunity their children devel- 
op against the diseases which uned- 
ucated peisons ascribe to cold and 
wet. The less education a person has 
the more illness he believes such ex- 
posure causes.

suspect 
the 


source of their trouble. 
True, ade- 


noids in 
adults aie 
insignificant 


little nodules of hardened or fibrous 
tissue which has replaced masses of 
soft lymphoid tissue otiginally pres- 
ent in tjie vault ot the naso-pharynx. 
They complain oC constant hawking 
and clearing tho throat 
(or

iricnds do), dropping of mucus in 
Ivuk of throat, sneezing nts with- 
out tause, and often of embarrass- 
ment when speaking or singing. 


Heretofore tho treatment of ade- 


noids in adults lins been unsatisfac- 
tory, for patients aro reluctant to 
submit to surgical measures 
and 


physicians have hesitated to resort 
to surgery. Recently, however, a 
happy development in 
electro-sur- 


gery—a 'special electrodp for 
the 


naso-pharynx—has 
enabled 
physi- 


cians skilled in diathermy to give 
those patients complete relief with 
a few simple office treatments.

Gossip, always a bit malicious, al 


ways unnecessary, is bad 
enough 


when it is confined to adults 
bu 


when it is directed toward children 
it is a crime against childhood. It 
is so much easier to believe 
that 


one's neighbor's children • are 
al 


wrong than it is to believe they are 
all right that the easy way is often- 
er chosen than not.- 


"Did you hear what Willie Wilkey 


did? Why it seems the other night 
he stole a bicycle'. When his mother 
asked him where he got it he said 
that another boy had loaned it to 
him. The first thing she knew the 
police were at her door. Perfectly 
awful, isn't it? Wouldn't you think 
that she'd have known something 
was wrong? I 
know if 
MY son 


brought home anything like that I'd 
know. 
But then my Benjie never 


does anything you could find fault 
with. Mischievous, you know, 
but 


never anything that you could call 
bad. Nothing vicious about him." 


"You 
never can tell about chil- 


dren. No matter how long you know 
them they're likely to do something 
terrible and maybe bring your own 
children into it with them. I'm glad 
you told me. I'll make Dan

Then cover the children's errors 


with a mantle of silence. If you can 
say nothing helpful you can

still. No good comes of spreading a 
story of error and much good can 
be accomplished by allowing jt 
to 


die. If children were as wise as their 
grownup friends they would 
not 


make such mistakes. 
Surely some 


sympathy is due their ignorance and 
weakness. 


Sometimes a little girl 
makes a 


mistake. The world of people make 
such mistakes a grave matter in- 
deed. Therefore a girl's mistakes are 
to be kept strictly confidential. No 
discussion-of them, no retelling, no 
erossiping is permissable. The child

and Your Health

prthodontia may be defined as that science 


•wliicli has for its object the correction of irregular- 
ities of the teeth and malrelatiqnship of the jaws, 
thereby restoring the function of the mouth and the 
masticating apparatus. 
However, its practice in- 


cludes much more than such a definition indicates. 


The modern orthodontist (one who practices or- 


thodontia) is keenly alive to the fact that it is far 
better to prevent the development of deformities of 
the jaws and inalocclusions of the teeth than to cor- 
rect these after they are fully established. 


Unfortunately, these abnormal conditions have 


been one of man's afflictions for ages and notwith- 
standing the fact that a large amount of educa- 
tional propaganda has been disseminated among the 
people by the dental profession ever since its origin, 
the prevalence of irregularities of the teeth, mal- 
formation and malrelationship of the jaws still ex- 
ists to an appalling degree. 


'Such conditions have become almost the rule 


rather than the exception. 
The dental profession 


as well as the orthodontists recognize the importance 
and the necessity of meeting this situation and be- 
lieves that the solution of the problem lies in the 
field of prevention rather than the practice of cor- 
•rection. 
• 


Irregularities of the teeth and malformed jaws 


may arise from causes which may be the result of 
hereditary influence or they may .be the result of 
acquired causes after birth. It is in the acquired 
causes that we have the greatest immediate inter- 
est, because it is here that the parents can best eo-~ 
operate in an effort to prevent the development of 
many of these unsightly and serious deformities. 


The beginning of malformation of the 
jaws, 


which later may result in irregularities of the teeth, 
defective breathing, and distortion of the 
facial 


lines, may occur soon after birth and may be due 
to several causes, the most common of which are 
improper nutrition, nasal obstruction (adenoid 
growth), mouth breathing, enlarged tonsils, vicious 
habits such as sucking thumbs, pacifiers, fingers 
and lips, pillowing habits such as the child sleeping 
constantly on one side with the face resting upon 
the hand, arm or some other unyielding object. 


Most of these causes can and should be quickly 


eliminated, in which case the child and the par- 
ents will be saved much trouble, inconvenience and 
anxiety.

Th« guest speaker was Col. F. J.

Wash- 
ington, ho pointed out, showed un- 
usual characteristics, which were 
later brought out during his military 
career. Ho displayed foresight which 
was unusual when attacking 
the 


problems o£ tho Revolutionary war 
but his grim determination and^use 
of strategy were of greater Import- 


company for years until his death. 
"When Arthur Lindsay died in 1923, 
George R. Lindsay became president, 
Robert C. Lindsay vice president, 
and A. C/ Lindsay, secretary and 
treasurer.

The mill at Manawa was a busy 


place in the -early days, and was in 
operation until, only a few years 
ag6. Recently, though, due to the 
transition of timber and woodland 
into farms and of the logging in- 
dustry to agriculture, such 
terms 


as "sortln' gap," "booms," "tram- 
ways," "dump carts," and 
others 


connected with the nTHl and- its ac- 
tivities here have become obsolete. 


As an outgrowth of the changed 


conditions, both business and indus- 
trial, the Little Wolf River Lumber 
Co., served this locality with elec- 
trical energy for several -years. In 
1922 officers of the firm organized 
the Lindsay Light and Power Co., 
installed new turbines and genera- 
tors, and brought to this locality a 
modern and efficient electrical sys- 
tem. They sold their holdings to the 
Wisconsin Power and Light Co., in 
July, 1927.

that Washington was "first in war. first in peace, and 
first In the hearts of his countrymen."

BABSON SAYS NOW 


IS TIME TO HOARD 
GOODS, SECURITIES 


But Release Currency, Ex- 


pert Advises, to Gather 
Profits 


BY ROGER W. BABSON 


Babson Park, Fla. — I disagree 


with those who say that all kinds 
of "hoarding"'at all times are harm 
ful. 
People could perform a real 


service to, the country and to them 
selves by hoarding currency in reck 
Jess boom times and' refusing1 then 
to buy inflated securities and com- 
modities. Likewise to depressions, 
people can perform a great service 
by hoarding deflated securities anc 
commodities and spending; their cur- 
rency. 
Such people are following 


the example of the successful Ice 
man who hoards Ice in the winter 
when no one wants it and then sells 
it In the 
summer when everyone 


wants it. Hoarding, therefore, can 
be either beneficial or harmful, de- 
pending on when you hoard and 
what you hoard. The time to have 
accumulated cash and to have sold 
securities and commodities was back 
in 1928-1929 when the Babsonchart 
of business conditions was clearly 
saying that things had gone too far 
on the upside. 


If a sufficient number of people 


had begun this kind of hoarding be 
fore the boom got out of hand they 
would have .greatly lessened 
the 


present depression. 
In the same 


way, if sufficient people would now 
start to gather in and hoard good 
under-priced1 stocks, bonds, and com- 
modities, spending their money for 
them, they would greatly hasten the 
recovery- Also, remember that the 
basis of most great fortunes was 
laid by the proper kind of hoarding 
at the proper time. As prices rise 
in the next recovery, currency will 
become less 
and less valuable, 
whereas equities, . such as 
good 


securities, raw materials, iron and 
steel, clothing, etc., will be worth 
more and more. 
Not only 
does 


hoarded currency brlfag In no Inter- 
est, but wltn rising prices 
it de- 


preciates In principal. 


Some day those who are stuffing 


their safe deposit boxes with cash 
will wake up to find- the value of 
:he cash has shrunk. In the mean- 
time the value of the things they 
might have bought will have risen. 


Constructive Hoarding 


Hence, 
Instead 
of 
condemning 


hoarding, I want to point out that 
there is a time for hoarding cash 
and a time for -hoarding securities 
and goods that cash will buy. ,1 
speak of cash hoarding.Jta the broad- 
er sense of building tip cash bank 
balances, not the foolish type of hid- 
ing currency in safe boxes or under 
bricks 
in fire-places. 
Those who 


traild up .strong cash -.positions in 
boom times instead of adding fuel to 
the flames of speculation, help to 
put a brake on the boom -before it 
?oea too far. TJie Babsonchart of 
business clearly showa those ex- 
pansion periods •when cash hoard- 
ing would not only have been justi- 
ifed, but would have rendered a dis- 
tinct economic service. Those were 
during the booms of. 1905-06, of 1912. 
of 1919-20, and of 1928-29- If most 
people had accumulated cash instead 
of buying inflated securities at those 
imes then everybody would have 
aeen much better off in the, depres- 
sions which followed, namely, 190S, 
1914-15, 1921-22, and 1930-32. 


Just as the Babsonchart warned 


:hat it was time to accumulate cash 
in 1928-29, It now is saying that it 
is time to hoard securities and com- 
modities. The area of depression is 
over "half completed as measured by 
:he great boom which preceded it. 
Instead of being a time 
to hoard 


money away, It is a 
time to put 


money to work through the pur- 
chase of the 
great bargains in 


securities and commodities. 
After 


all, currency Is^but a mecMum of ex- 
change. Real wealth Is in goods, 
real estate, and the tangible things 
:hat we can use and derlye satisfac- 
tion from. 
Currency, however, is 


vitally. essential to business transac- 
tions, and when, as at present, we 
loard away 
over $1,300,000,000 of 


our available 
$5,600,000,000 of cur- 


rency from circulation, we 'not only 
throttle the banks, but all business 
as well. 
1C hoarding did the hoard- 


ers any good there might be some 
excuse for it. On the contrary, it 
merely increases the depression in 
heir communities 
and sooner or 


ater reacts adversely against their 
employment and incomes. 


Hoarding Money 


There is 
one type of hoarding 


which Is unethical, unjustified, and 
dishonest. I refer to hoarding other 
people's'money. Perhaps I can best 
llustrate this by an incident that 
came to my attention the other day. 
(V prominent professional man 
was 


owed a largo 
bill by a 
well-to-do 


•esident of this city. Unable to col- 
cct his bill and knowing that his 
'ormer patient was able to pay if 
ie would, the doctor called him on 
he phone and requested his money. 
The former 
patient answered: "I 


lave $200,000 in cash put away' in 
«y safe deposit box clown town. T 
am going to keep it there and pay 
no bills whatever until this depres- 
sion is over." 


This Is an extreme case, but It 


shows how depression hysteria has 
twisted the minds of many people 
nto a very harmful attitude both to 
.hemselves and their communities. 
A large number seem to think that 
there Is some saving grace In hold- 
ng on to cash, regardless of what 
)ills they owe. If colrections could 
be speeded 
up one-third, money 


would start circulating much faster 
and1 business wauld at once be help- 
ed.

Fear of bank failures should be 
cry much less now that the Re- 


construction Finance Corporation Is 
operating.

basis for $10 of credit. 


This means that while it Is esti- 


mated that fully $1,300,000,000 are 
being hoarded and kept out of cir- 
culation, actually the country's busi- 
ness is being deprived of several ad- 
ditional billions of dollars In credit. 
This vast sum released into the 
channels of trade would have 
a 


healthfully stimulating Influence. 


The movement against hoarding 


is not for the benefit of any par- 
ticular Interest." Rather it Is for the benefit of the entire country which 
Is suffering from drastic curtailment of markets, of employment and of 
purchasing power.

If the proposals made by the sec- 


retary are adopted In the appropri- 
ation bill it will mean the restora- 
tion of $4,583,500 of the $6,273,920 
cut from the bill by the house.

Wilbur said, "Is an established insti- 
tution for useful and needed service 
to taxpayers. Its backbone is the 
expert staff of employes built up by 
years of experience In performing 
duties prescribed by law which have 
a direct bearing on the general eco- 
nomic welfare..

Boston Post Holds Elizabeth 


Cook's "Hunger for Dra- 


matic" Led to Death 


Boston—M3)1— The Boston Post in 


a coypright story Friday injected a 
new theory into the circumstances 
surrounding the death of Elizabeth 
Barrett Cook aboard the 
British 


freighter Chines^ Prince—the theory 
that she was th,e victim of her own 
hunger for the dramatic. 


The Post says that passengers 


who sailed with the girl to Europe 
Dec. 12 revealed to the paper that 
they were convinced that Miss Cook 
herself -wrote the. "hoax" cablegram. 
The copyrighted story also eays that 
another hoax message was received 
by Miss Cook while she was in "Weis- 
baden, Germany. 


The Post quotes passengers 
as 


saying that Miss Cook went ashore 
at Lisbon during the trip across, vis- 
ited a telegraph office and returned 
to the ship. 


A short time later, the paper Bays, 


a cablegram was delivered to 
her 


saying that a mythical 
sweetheart 


she named Malcolm had died. 
The 


paper quotes the purser 
of 
the 


ship, which they say was the Fabre 
liner Providence, as saying that he 
knew the message \vaa faked. 


Passengers, the Post says, inform- 


ed the paper that the girl refused to 
be consoled and one night while near 
the rail screamed' ' about 
"being 


through with life." Two women, the 
paper says, moved to her side and 
the girl gave up her suicide gesture. 


The Weisbaden "hoax," the Post 


says, informed the 
girl that 
her 


mother was ill at Naples and that a 
trip to the Italian city proved the 
message false.

George Arnold, 


fiance of Miss Cook, and relatives of 
tho girl awaited the arrival in Bos- 
ton of the Chinese Prince, delayed 
by st.orrns.

Politics Shouldn't Meddle 


With Such Money, Says 


Insurance Man 


In the midst of state-wide dis- 


cussion on state teacher's funds and 
the use of school funds generally, 
James H. Balllet, Appleton represen- 
tative for th« Mutual Life Insurance 
Company of New York and for lead- 
ing companies In.other branches of 
insurance, has taken a definite stand 
against the meddling of politics in 
such funds as have been discussed. 


Mr. Balliet cited the 
example of 


state fire insurance for schools and 
other public buildings as an excel-

lent example of the objections he 
llnda in political usage of public In- 
stitution funds. 


"State insurance," explained Mr. 


BalUet,' "works'in this manner; the 
state, instead of paying insurance 
premiums to- private companies, ap- 
propriates this amount each year 
and places it in a fund to care for 
any firea which may occur. 


"Cleveland, for example, has piled 


up-$400,000 in its fund after a num- 
ber of years. Now, there is a discus- 
sion as whether to put this money 
nto new buildings. Should this be 
done, then political meddling would 
throw this entire fund into discard 
ana, in the event of future 
fire 


osses, the taxpayer would be oblig- 
ed to pay them, of course. 


"The state' Insurance funds — as 


was recently brought out in Madi- 
ion when certain interests attempt- 
ed to divert the teacher's retirement 
iund into the now defunct Capital 
:ity Bank—are too often diverted 
)y unwise officials, into channels 
'or which they never were intend- 
ed." 


Saving Questionable 


Mr. Balliet pointed to the 
fact 


hat though many politicians favor 
he use of state funds, 
gradually 


)uilt up by the amounts ordinarily 
paid into private insurance compan- 
es, in actual experience ,the money 
'saved" Is non-existent. 


"Many states, which have tried the 


state-fund experiment," said 
Mr. 


BalUet, "have given it up as Imprac- 
ical due to heavy losses on public 
property, mismanagement 
of 
the 


und, or inadequate facilities or per- 
;onnel." 


There are, Mr. Balliet pointed out, 


inly three ways by which a state 
can replace property losses: (1) by 
nsurance payments; (2) by bond-ed 
ndebtedness (borrowing the needed 
um, and paying the'principal plus 
nterest); (3)-by taxation. 


'For example," said Mr. BalUet, 


'when the Buffalo armory burned 
ast May with a loss of $7,000,000 to 
he state of New York, it was esti- 
nated that it would take more than 
29 years to accumulate insurance 
iremiums to equal the amount of 
he loss through some such plan as 
tate fire insurance. 
The interest 


'n the bond-ed indebtedness alone— 
280,000 a year—amounted to more 
nan five times the amount of the 
iverage 
fire insurance premium 
ost." 
"After all," Mr. Balliet pointed 


>ut, "it is basically wrong for any 
American governing body — city, 
tate or national—to enter a line of 
irlvate business that is honestly 
.nd fairly conducted. The govern- 
nent has no practical experience In 
ho highly complicated and technical 
uslnesa of insurance. Governmental 
xperiments in insurance have al- 
nost invariably proved more costly 
ban if the responsibility had been 
laced in the hands of competent 
nsurance companies."
